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There’s a theory in the study of 
generations that after a set time 
the traits that define one genera- 
tion repeat for a future generation. 

I’d argue that the auto market responds 
to the same generational shifts. Take a look 
at the average car that someone in the 1930s 
would drive, such as the Chevrolet Standard 
Six. Cars were two-box sedans that efficiently 



used all the space allotted by the car’s 
wheelbase, and because of the poor quality of 
the pre-interstate highway American roads, 
these sedans rode high for better ride quality. 

Sound familiar? It should. Two-box 
designs to maximize interior volume and 
storage? Check. High ride to handle crum- 
bling urban roadways? You got it. These 



subcompact crossovers are the auto indus- 
try’s answer to those early requests, remade 
for the millennial generation. 

Some, such as the Nissan Juke SL and 
Subam XV Crosstrek, are established players. 
Others— the 2015 Chevrolet Trax LT, 2016 
Honda HR-V, 2015 Jeep Renegade Latitude, and 
2016 Mazda CX-3— are new to the scene. 
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Ride & Handling 

On the ride front, it’s tough to beat the 
Subaru XV Crosstrek. Thanks to the longest 
wheelbase and the most ground clearance in 
the group, the Crosstrek’s ride impressed us 
on our driving loops. "Most comfortable ride 
yet,” logged associate editor Scott Evans. "It 
doesn't give up a lot in handling, either.” At 



least not subjectively. Objectively, the XV was 
near the back of the handling pack— thanks to 
its economy-oriented CVT, the tall crossover 
lapped the figure eight in 28.0 seconds at a 
0.60g average. 

The Jeep Renegade is another ride quality 
standout. The Renegade’s ride is firm yet 
forgiving. The Renegade will toss its driver 
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COMPARISON 



around a bit on some severe undulations, but 
it’s never punishing. "Jeeplike” is probably 
the best way to describe it. At the track, the 
Renegade lapped the figure eight in a lengthy 
28.4 seconds at 0.61 g. Associate online 
editor Benson Kong said it offered “sharp and 
immediate braking and steering reflexes.” The 
Trax and HR-V fell somewhere in the middle. 
The Trax generally had good road manners, 
though some thought the Chevy exhibited 
excessive body roll during cornering. The 
Honda’s ride was on the harsher side for a 
CUV with non-sporting pretensions, but 
none of us really found it objectionable. The 
HR-V lapped the figure eight in 28.0 seconds 
while averaging 0.62 g, and the Chevy took 
29.2 seconds at 0.56 g. 

The pocket rockets from Mazda and Nissan 
were best in test for handling. Both the CX-3 
and Juke live up to their sporty designs. The 
CX-3’s ride is stiff but never punishing, with 
digital director Chris Clonts noting that the 
CX-3 "handles highway expansion joints and

medium hits really well with no bucking.” 
Said Evans, "You could have some fun with 
this one.” Overall, the Juke’s ride quality is a 
mixed bag. The Nissan handles large bumps 
well, but it gets brittle quick over washboard 
sections of road. The CX-3 and Juke were 
neck and neck during our handling tests. 
The Mazda did a 27.6-second lap at 0.66 g, 
and the Juke lapped the figure eight in 27.1 
seconds at 0.67 g.

Though at-limit performance seldom 
matters to the average buyers, it’s helpful 
to know where a vehicle’s strengths and 
weaknesses lie. In a straight line, the quickest 
of the bunch not surprisingly is also the 
most powerful. The Nissan Juke is powered 
by a 1.6-liter, turbocharged 1-4 making 188 
hp and 177 lb-ft of torque. That power is 
routed through a CVT to a driver-selectable

Our Juke 
accelerated from 0-60 mph in 7.4 seconds and 
through the quarter mile in 15.8 seconds at 
88.9 mph. The Nissan’s CVT responds well to 
passing maneuvers, as well, as evidenced by 
its 3.7-second 45-65 mph time. 

Outside the confines of our test track, 
the Juke was an entertaining dance partner.

From its polarizing sheetmetal to its 
powertrain, the Juke “is assembled around 
the notion that driving should be fun,” noted 
Kong. By and large, driving the Juke is just 
that: fun. 

“Fun" is also a word that can be used 
to describe the Mazda CX-3. The CX-3 is 
powered by a 2.0-liter 1-4 that produces 
146 hp and 146 lb-ft of torque mated to a 
six-speed automatic and all-wheel-drive 
system that uses ambient temperature and 
windshield wiper status— in addition to the 
normal array of vehicle sensors— to deter- 
mine when and how much power needs to 
be routed from front to back. Down about 40 
horsepower from the Juke, the Mazda needed 
8.6 seconds to hit 60 mph and 16.6 seconds 
to power through the quarter mile at 83.0 
mph. The 45-65-mph pass took 4.6 seconds. 

Although the Mazda was slower at the 
track than the Juke, you wouldn’t know it 
from behind the wheel. “Even more engaging 
than the turbocharged Juke,” wrote associate 



online editor Jason Udy. Clonts: “It’s not as 
fun as driving a Mazda3, but it definitely has 
that same ‘fun-to-drive’ soul." 

The Jeep Renegade tailed the Mazda. In 
the Jeep’s case, the largest engine and most 
transmission ratios net it mid-pack perfor- 
mance numbers. The Renegade is motivated 
by a 2.4-liter 1-4 that makes 180 hp and 175 
lb-ft of torque paired with a nine-speed 
automatic and a driver-selectable all-wheel- 
drive system. Like most Jeeps, the Renegade 
is available with multiple all-wheel-drive 
systems. In our Renegade Latitude tester’s 
case, that means Jeep Active Drive, which 
includes an all-wheel-drive lock button in 
addition to user-friendly, driver’s choice of 
Snow, Sand, and Mud modes. The Renegade’s 
clunky nine-speed automatic limited it at the 
track, giving it a 9.0-second 0-60 time and a 
16.9-second quarter mile time at 80.8 mph. 
The Jeep needed 4.8 seconds to accelerate 
from 45-65 mph. 

On the road, the Renegade is far better

to drive than its numbers suggest. The Jeep 
feels quick and confident off the line and has 
exceptional road manners. Its transmission is 
the only question mark, as the gearbox occa- 
sionally exhibited hard shifts and hiccups 
during our looping. On more than one 
occasion it struggled to figure out which gear 
it should be in. “The Jeep bewilderingly will 
switch between holding a gear and switching 
too many gears, all on the same stretch of 
road," Kong said. 

Honda's HR-V wasn’t far behind the 
Renegade. Under the HR-V’s hood sits a 
1.8-liter 1-4 that produces 141 hp and 127 lb-ft 
of torque and is paired with a CVT and an 
all-wheel-drive system. The HR-V needed 9.5

seconds to hit 60 mph, 17.3 seconds to finish 
the quarter mile at 82.2 mph, and 4.8 seconds 
on our pass test, but the numbers don’t tell 
the whole story. 

"If you ever want moderate or better 
acceleration, you’ll be disappointed; it’s a dog 
on the freeway,” Evans said. Kong: "I don’t 
remember the 1.8 sounding this strained 
in the Civic ... the CVT logic has the engine 
pinging redline while merging onto the 
freeway." I thought everyone was making 
something out of nothing, but even if the 
HR-V isn't the slowest vehicle of the group, 
it feels slower than it is. The overworked 
engine combined with excessive cabin noise 
is the likely culprit, as some of the slower

contenders get to speed without drama. 

The Trax packs the smallest engine of the 
bunch yet was only the second slowest in 
this group. The Trax gets going courtesy of a 
1.4-liter, turbocharged 1-4 making 138 hp and 
148 lb-ft mated to a six-speed automatic and 
all-wheel drive. The Trax needs 10.1 seconds 
to hit 60 mph and 17.5 seconds to complete 
the quarter mile at 78.2 mph. The passing 
test took the Trax 5.8 seconds. Although we 
normally like small turbocharged engines, 
we’re no fans of the Chevy’s setup. Power 
is adequate at best, and the Trax is really let 
down by both turbo lag and a transmission 
that’s reluctant to shift out of top gear. 

Despite its 2.0-liter flat-four making a

class-average 148 hp and 145 lb-ft of torque, 
the Subaru was left huffing and puffing in 
the dust. The XV needed 10.3 seconds to 
accelerate from 0-60 mph and 17.7 seconds 
to finish the quarter mile at 79.3 mph. The 
Crosstrek managed to stave off a test-worst 
passing performance, needing 5.6 seconds 
to pass from 45-65 mph. Despite being slow 
at the track, you wouldn’t know it out in 
the real world. The Subaru doesn’t feel as 
slow as its numbers suggest as long as you 
don’t ever firewall the throttle. Although 
wide-open throttle can be a chore for the XV, 
moderate throttle has the Subaru accel- 
erating nicely without the sense that the 
engine is being overworked. 
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The Jeep Renegade most effectively balances style with function, hands duwn. 



Efficiency 

One of the major reasons automakers expect 
small crossovers to draw young buyers is 
because they cost less at the pump than 
bigger SUVs. In order to see which CUV is the 
most miserly, we handed the keys off to our 
Emissions Analytics team for some testing. 
But first, a confession: We don’t have Real 
MPG numbers for the XV Crosstrek, as our 
equipment wouldn’t play nice with Subaru’s 
ECU. That said, after three weeks of testing 
we have no reason to doubt the XV’s 26/34/29 
mpg city/highway/combined EPA score. 

Of the remaining five vehicles that 
we could test, the CX-3 came out on top, 
exceeding its EPA fuel economy of 27/32/29

mpg with a 28.6/34.4/30.9 Real MPG score, 
a 6 percent improvement around town, 

8 percent improvement highway, and a 7 
percent improvement combined. 

The HR-V wasn’t far behind the CX-3. 
EPA-rated at 27/32/29, the HR-V also outper- 
formed its official government scores, 
achieving 27.7/32.7/29.8 Real MPG. That’s a 3 
percent, 2 percent, and 3 percent improve- 
ment over EPA numbers on city, highway, 
and combined cycles, respectively. 

The Nissan Juke was 1 more mpg back. 
Officially rated at 26/31/28 mpg by the feds, 
the Juke scored 26.1/32.2/28.5 Real MPG. 
That’s slightly less of an improvement than 
its fellow Japanese countryman: negligible

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change in the city but a 4 percent gain on the 
highway and a 2 percent gain combined. 

According to the EPA, the Chevy is good for 
24/31/27 mpg; however, we found that it got 
23.7/30.5/26.3 Real MPG in our testing. That 
makes for a disappointing 1 percent loss in 
the city, 2 percent loss on the highway, and 3 
percent loss combined. 

Like its fellow foreign-built American 
crossover, the Jeep Renegade won’t be 
winning any awards from Greenpeace, 
netting an EPA score of 21/29/24 mpg and 
21.7/27.5/24.0 Real MPG, meaning the Jeep 
scored 3 percent better in the city cycle, lost 5 
percent on the highway cycle, and came out 
even on the combined cycle.

It’s not that there’s significantly 
more space available in the CX-3. It’s that 
the Juke doesn’t use the space as efficiently, 
wasting valuable room on things such as the 
motorcycle tank-inspired center console. The

back seat and luggage accommodations are 
compromised, too. Udy, after his tried and 
tme method of sitting behind the driver's 
seat with it in his preferred driving position, 
said, “I can sit behind myself fine, but I don’t 
really want to." The trunk area also suffers 
greatly due to the Juke’s quirky styling. "It’s so 
bad there’s a warning sticker on the tailgate 
about ‘large’ luggage interfering with the 
hatch," Evans said. For all the quirkiness that 
surrounds the Juke, we did appreciate a few 
of its touches, such as its 360-degree camera 
system and the neat drive info screen in the 
lower part of the center stack. 

The Chevrolet is another vehicle undone 
by questionable interior quality. The Trax’s

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cabin was a mishmash of chrome and both 
brushed and polished aluminum mixed with 
black and brown cloth/leatherette upholstery. 
There were also a handful of glaring panel 
gaps. As for the positives, I'll let Kong weigh 
in: “Materials aside, the interior is packaged 
pretty well. Four easily accessible cupholders 
up front, AC receptacle on the center console's 
rear, high second-row bench to bolster leg 
space, and plenty of storage pockets up front." 
An available Wi-Fi hot spot is another bonus. 
(Millennials love Wi-Fi.) 

The other three competitors did a better job 
of balancing style, comfort, and cargo space. 
The HR-V’s interior was the most versatile of 
the bunch, especially behind the front seats.

The Honda’s rear Magic Seat bench really 
helps, folding every which way: up, down, 
flat, split— you name it— allowing the Honda 
to swallow up loads far larger than its dimen- 
sions would seem to accommodate. Those 
Magic Seats also managed to be comfortable, 
though taller staffers noted that headroom 
was tight. We were also fans of the Honda’s 
asymmetrical dashboard layout and the 
versatile cupholders that could double as 
hideaway storage for cell phones and other 
devices. Design aside, the front seats were 
less welcoming than the back. Multiple 
editors complained about feeling cramped

area from the second row and back,” Kong said. 

Although the design of the XV’s interior 
won’t win it any awards, the Subaru is a nice 
place to be. The Crosstrek’s massive greenhouse 
promoted a general sense of spaciousness in 
the cabin while also giving the driver excep- 
tional visibility. The Subam’s cabin screams 
quality and function, thanks to soft, supple 
leather and an easy to use infotainment 
system. “The seats are amazing,” Kong said. “So 
supportive, and you could commute for hours 
in them.” Both the first and second rows won 
high marks for comfort, and all appreciated the 
large cargo capacity that the XV offers. 

The Jeep Renegade most effectively 
balanced style with function. Its interior 
included an assortment of high-quality cloth, 



leather, and plastics. From the solid “thunk” 
the doors make when slammed to the many 
Easter eggs throughout the cabin, the little 
details in the Jeep’s interior do much to give 
the impression that the Renegade is a high- 
quality vehicle. It’s spacious, too. The high 
roofline means that even 6-foot-4-inch Gale 
is comfortable in the back seat, and the short 
rear overhang doesn’t come at the detriment 
of cargo space. 

Safety 

While safety might not be as high of a 
priority for a target CUV buyer as it would be 
for a family with a baby, it’s still an impor- 
tant metric when purchasing a new car. 

As of this writing, the only contenders 
that have been crash-tested by NHTSA and 
the IIHS are the Trax, Juke, and XV Crosstrek. 



Of the three, the Juke is the least safe. On 
NHTSA tests, the Juke earns three stars 
for frontal collisions, five stars for side, 
and four stars for rollover for an overall 
four-star score. On IIHS tests, the Juke gets a 
Poor rating for the small-overlap test and a 
Good score on moderate-overlap, side, roof 
strength, and head/seat restraint. 

The Chevy and Subaru scored Good 
ratings all around in IIHS tests. The Trax is 
an IIHS Top Safety Pick, and the XV is a TSP+, 
thanks to its available Eyesight active safety 
technology. Although both earned five stars 
overall from NHTSA, the Trax and XV differ- 
entiate themselves a bit on scores. The Trax 
earns five stars on every test but rollover, 
where it earns four stars, and the Crosstrek 
gets five stars on side-impact and four stars 
in the other tests.

Meanwhile, the 
Trax boasts solid safety, and the Juke tied with 
the CX-3 as most fun, but neither had enough 
extra to elevate their rankings. ■

Followers of the former will probably be 
tempted by the Honda HR-V EX-L trim with 
navigation, as it comes loaded at $26,720. 

As for those Costco shoppers, look no 
further than the Mazda CX-3. With good 
looks, great fuel economy, and a full suite of 
active safety tech for our tester’s estimated 
$30,035 sticker (official pricing hasn't been 
announced as of this writing), the CX-3 is a 
smart way to go. 






Cost of Ownership 

Many buyers fail to think about how much a 
vehicle will cost over its lifetime. To find out 
which CUV is lightest on the wallet, we went 
to IntelliChoice to assess the five-year cost of 
ownership for our group of CUVs. 

You can see the full cost of ownership 
breakdown below, but the Subaru was far and 
away the cheapest vehicle to own. It starts 
at the dealer, where XV buyers will benefit 
from its $29,650 target purchase price, the 
second-lowest of the group. Subam buyers 
further benefit from the second-lowest insur- 
ance and fuel costs, third-lowest repairs cost, 
and— here's the kicker— the lowest depre- 
ciation of the group. Whereas buyers of the

five other CUVs will have to deal with their 
vehicles losing half their value over 5 years, 
the Subam will only depreciate $10,143. The 
Crosstrek will cost its owners $3,500 less over 
five years than the next-cheapest vehicle. 

Conclusion 

The XV offers the best ride and Cost of 
Ownership; a roomy, high-utility interior; 
near-top fuel economy; and a Top Safety 
Pick+ rating, all of which easily overshadow 
its weak objective performance. Objectively, 
the Jeep, too, is a weak performer, yet it still 
garnered two first-place votes, thanks to an 
engaging personality and a stylish, commo- 
dious cabin. But its temperamental trans- 
mission and recent stop-sale over "software 
issues” are reasons for concern.

Growing up, I had a lot of fun 
in our family’s minivans. Our 
family’s first car was a 1999 
Dodge Grand Caravan SE that 
my dad used to shuttle me to early-morning 
hockey practice. (My little brothers would 
hide half-eaten bagels in the seats.) 

When it wasn’t schlepping hockey gear 
and old bagels around, our family used it for 



our annual summer vacation from Brooklyn 
to Bethany Beach, Delaware. Filled with 
boogie boards, Game Boys, and what felt like 
everything my mom owned, our forest- 
green Grand Caravan became everything 
from an Army helicopter to a karaoke room 
as my brothers and I entertained ourselves 
on the journey.

Sometime between the time our family’s 
second minivan caught fire in 2002 (long 
story) and the end of the decade, the 
popularity of the minivan plummeted. The 
market went from more than 11 models at its 
peak to just eight or so, depending on who’s 
counting. The meat of the market is covered

by the five Big Test competitors you see 
here: the 2014 Chrysler Town & Country S, 
2015 Honda Odyssey Touring Elite, 2015 Kia 
Sedona SXL, 2014 Nissan Quest LE, and the 
2015 Toyota Sienna SE. 

We asked each of the five manufacturers 
to provide us with a fully optioned minivan 
so we could test all the family-friendly 
amenities each has to offer. Most complied, 



though Chrysler and Toyota both sent us 
mid-level models. We left the lame-duck 
Dodge Grand Caravan on the sidelines 
because for all intents and purposes it's 
identical to its Chrysler stablemate. We 
left the Mazda5 and Ford Transit Connect 
Wagon (see sidebar on page 110) out, as 
well, as both are smaller than the traditional 
American minivan.

Ride & Handling 

Although going fast can be nice, for most 
minivan buyers there's no driving trait more 
important than ride and handling— after all, 
poor ride and handling characteristics can 
result in carsick children stuck in the third 
row. (Ask me how I know.) To test each van's 
ride and handling abilities, we devised a 
drive loop in Los Angeles' ritzy Palos Verdes 
area. This diverse loop included stop-and-go 
suburban traffic, bits of highway speeds, and 
a rough section of road. 

Of our five contenders, the Kia Sedona 
found the most favor with our Big Test judges. 
“Driving this thing is actually a lot of fun," 
digital director Chris Clonts said. “This is the 
car that encourages me to be myself in it, to 
push it a little bit. If I had my family with me, 
it would give me confidence that I could be 
safe in it under any conditions.” The Sedona's 
body was exceptionally well-controlled in 
both the twisty and rough road portions of 
our loop, without the shimmies and shakes 
some of its competitors had. 

The Honda Odyssey also impressed during 
our drive loops. Though some judges thought 
the steering felt a bit on the light side, all 
agreed it was accurate. The ride was comfort- 
able, too, without much roll and harshness 
from road imperfections, but we dinged 
the Odyssey for its road noise. The Honda's 
engine sounds smooth and refined (even if it 
insists on being in sixth gear), but it was one 
of the noisiest vans here, with road, wind, 
and rain resulting in a loud and lively cabin. 

Both Kia and Honda managed to fit 
their minivans with suspensions that

help cornering performance in addition to 
providing compliant and well-sorted rides 
in the rough stuff, but the Nissan Quest 
wasn't so lucky. Nissan appears to have fit the 
Quest with the softest springs possible. The 
end result is lots more noise, pitch, roll, and 
overall harshness transmitted to the cabin 
than in the Honda or Kia. “I'd hate to be stuck 
in back of this thing," I wrote in my notes. “An 
absolute vomit comet.” 

Opposite the Quest on the ride spectmm 
were the Town & Country and Sienna. The 



sport-trimmed Toyota, with sporty steering 
feel and a stiff suspension, is surprisingly 
nice to drive in corners, but that’s at the detri- 
ment of its overall ride quality, which tosses 
and bounces its occupants around on rough 
pavement. “The ride around town is rough 
but tolerable,” opined senior production 
editor Zach Gale. 

The similarly sport-oriented Chrysler 
took bumps in the same vein as the Sienna, 
though without the benefit of the Toyota’s 
sharp steering. The sole spot where the Town

Ever wonder why the space shuttle and 
the Soviet version, Buran, looked almost 
identical? That's (mostly) because American 
and Soviet engineers both overcame the same 
set of engineering obstacles with the same 
design solutions. What does this have to do

with minivans? It appears that at some point 
over the development life of the minivan, 
all major manufacturers came to the same 
conclusion about engine size, type, and 
power. All five of our contenders sport V-6 
engines with around 3.5 liters of displace- 
ment, around 260 horsepower, and about 250 
lb-ft of torque. All but one feature six-speed 
automatic transmissions. 

Performance numbers might seldom 
matter to minivan buyers, but here goes: The 
Sienna SE is the hot rod of the group. With 
its 3.5-liter V-6 making 266 hp and 245 lb-ft 
of torque, the “Swagger Wagon,” as Toyota 
is eager to call it, hustles to 60 mph in 7.6 
seconds and goes through the quarter mile 
in 15.8 seconds at 89.9 mph. Though the 
Sienna's brakes initially feel a bit mushy, 
stomping on the brake pedal will stop the 



smallest yet second most powerful engine of 
the bunch. The Sedona’s 3.3-liter V-6 makes 
276 ponies and 248 lb-ft of twist, good for a 
7.8-second 0-60 mph run and a 16.1-second 
quarter mile with a time-traveling trap speed 
of 88.8 mph. Despite its heft and relative 
speed, the Kia had the shortest stopping 
distance at 118 feet. 

The remaining three were neck and neck 
with the Kia, with the Chrysler ahead by a 
nose. The Town & Country packs the biggest 
punch, its 3.6-liter V-6 making 283 hp and 
260 lb-ft of torque. The Chrysler matched the

BY THE NUMBERS 
Americans bought 373,233 
of these vans combined 
through November 2014. The 
Town & Country accounts 
for 127,331 of those sales. 
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The Chrysler Town & Country packs the biggest punch under the heed. 



Kia to 60 mph and through the quarter mile 
but was traveling slower (at 86.4 mph). The 
Town & Country needed 126 feet to halt from 
60 mph. 

The Quest was close behind. The only van 
here to eschew a six-speed automatic for a 
CVT, it features a 3.5-liter V-6 good for 260 hp 
and 240 lb-ft. The combo gave the Nissan a 
7.9-second 0-60 mph time and allowed it to 
go through the quarter mile in 16.1 seconds 
with a 90.1 mph trap speed. The big, boxy 
Nissan needed 126 feet in our 60-0 mph 
panic stop test. 

Honda's Odyssey was last by a hair. With 
a 3.5-liter V-6 making 248 hp and 250 lb-ft of 
torque, the Odyssey accelerated from 0-60

mph in 7.9 seconds and rolled through the 
quarter mile in 16.1 seconds at 87.1 mph. The 
Odyssey tied the Quest and Town & Country 
for the longest 60-0 mph stopping distance, 
needing 126 feet. 

Efficiency 

Fuel costs currently are dropping, but we 
can't count on them to stay low. We need 
to consider the hit to the wallet filling 
these 20-plus-gallon fuel tanks could pose. 
Although EPA fuel-economy numbers 
are helpful, they’re not always real-world 
representative, so we tossed the keys to our 
Emissions Analytics crew to generate some 
accurate fuel-economy data. 
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The Odyssey is stellar from a practicality and comfort standpoint. 



Not surprising given its relative age, 
the Chrysler Town & Country brought up 
the rear. EPA-rated at 17/25/20 mpg city/ 
highway/combined, the Chrysler van achieved 
16.4/25.3/19.5 Real MPG with our test crew. 

The Kia Sedona’s performance, however, 
was a surprise. The Sedona slightly outper- 
formed its admittedly low 17/22/19 mpg EPA 
rating, achieving 17.3/23.8/19.7 R-MPG. That’s 
a slight improvement versus EPA on the 
combined cycle and an 8-percent improve- 
ment on the highway. 

Next up is the Toyota Sienna. We weren’t 
expecting that much given its middling 
18/25/21 mpg EPA rating, yet shockingly the 
Sienna outperformed the whole segment,

netting the best fuel economy in this test: 
19.4/27.1/22.2 R-MPG. That trumps EPA’s 
numbers by an impressive 8 percent around 
town and on the highway and 6 percent 
combined. 

Although the Sienna's Real MPG perfor- 
mance was a pleasant surprise, the 2014 
Nissan Quest underachieved. EPA-rated 
at 19/25/21 mpg, the Quest returned 
18.6/24.3/20.8 on the Real MPG cycle, a notice- 
able dip across the board. Last but certainly 
not least is the Odyssey. Boasting the most 
impressive EPA numbers of the group at 
19/28/22 mpg, the Honda slightly under- 
performed in the hands of our Emissions 
Analytics team. It achieved 18.7/27.0/21.7 
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2014 Chrysler Town & Country S Dark, drab, and old sum up the Chrysler’s cabin. 




Although the Chrysler’s 

dash is intuitively designed 
and easy to use, it’s let down 
by dated electronics.

Stow ’n Go seats mean you no longer have to make the 
choice between hauling passengers or cargo, as the 
captain’s chairs simply fold flat into the floor.

Cockpit/Cabin 

According to automotive market research 
data, almost half of minivan buyers don't 
have any children at home. We therefore 
evaluated the cabins of our Big Test minivans 
with the needs of both families and empty 
nesters in mind. 

The Kia Sedona is the clear choice for child- 
less buyers. The newest van in the segment 
had the nicest cabin of the bunch, thanks 
to Nappa leather, real wood, and a segment- 
best infotainment system. Behind the front 
seats, the Kia has one of the most comfortable 
second rows of the group. Though compli- 
cated, the second row's captain’s chairs have 



leg rests and the ability to both recline and 
slide fore and aft and side to side, giving the 
second row the best seats in the house. 

The same can’t be said about the Sedona 
SXL’s third row, which is cramped and has 
the smallest amount of headroom in the 
test thanks to the standard twin sunroofs. 
Although the third row folds down easily, 
those neat captain’s chairs can neither fold 
forward nor be removed, limiting the cargo 
space of this particular model. (Non-SXL 
Sedonas feature second row seats that slide 



up and “spoon” with the front seats, boosting 
cargo volume.) Buyers with children will be 
better served by the Odyssey. Although the 
Odyssey shows its age on the technology 
and materials-quality front, it’s stellar from 
a practicality and comfort standpoint. The 
roomy second-row bench flips down and 
folds forward to ease access into the third 
row, and although they’re heavy, the seats 
remove completely in three pieces for cargo 
hauling. The third row is pretty comfortable, 
too, with plenty of room for two adults or 







three children to fit comfortably. Toss the 
Honda’s vacuum and cooler into the mix, 
and you’ve got a serious family-favorite. 

“The HondaVac is a novel touch,” Clonts said. 
“What a fabulously useful built-in accessory. 
Same goes for the Cool Box up front.” 

Thanks to its “zero gravity” seats and an 
air conditioner that never blew enough cold 
air, the Quest figuratively put our judges 
to sleep. “Weak-sauce A/C + cushy seats = 
naptime,” I wrote in my notes. Aside from its 
comfortable seats, the Quest won points from 
judges for its power-folding third row and the 
hidden storage tub underneath a trunk panel. 
Though the Quest was recognized for the 
high quality of its interior, the LATCH anchor

points were the only ones in the test that were 
hard to locate. 

Although the Toyota got a thorough refresh 
for the 2015 model year, you can’t tell from 
sitting in its cabin. Hop in and you’re welcomed 
by a sea of hard, dark plastics and some 
questionably styled “sport” gauges, which 
Clonts called “Walmart-ish, or something.” 

The Sienna’s materials maybe low-grade, but 
the Toyota still packs a handful of thoughtful 
touches— take its second-row center seat, for 
instance: The featherweight center seat quickly 
and easily removes, folds up, and stows in a 
compartment in the cargo hold. If you want to 
lose the center seat on the Odyssey, you’d better 
make room in your garage. 



LAYOUT FWD, 7-PASS, MINIVAN 
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There’s no getting around the fact that the 
Chrysler Town & Country is nearing the end 
of its product cycle, and nowhere is that more 
evident than in its interior, which was ranked 
by judges as the most uncomfortable, with 
hard seats, tight legroom, and complicated 
folding mechanisms. That said, the Chrysler 
still has an ace up its sleeve that no other 
minivan has: Stow 'n Go seats— both the third- 
and second-row seats fold flat into the floor. 

Safety 

Safety is important for all new-car shoppers, 
but it’s especially so for minivan buyers. 

Data from the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration is incomplete for

our contenders, but crash testing by the 
Insurance Institute for Highway Safety (IIHS) 
reveals not all of our competitors are built 
equally. Just three earned the IIHS’ coveted 
Top Safety Pick nod: the 2015 Kia Sedona, 2015 
Honda Odyssey, and 2015 Toyota Sienna. 

Both the Sedona and Odyssey earned a 
Good (highest possible) score on moderate- 
overlap front, side-impact, rear-impact, roof 
strength, and the small-overlap front colli- 
sion tests. The Sienna earned a Good score on 
all of the above tests with the exception of its 
Acceptable score on the incredibly difficult 
small-overlap test, which simulates what 
would happen in an offset collision with an 
object such as a tree.

Sets Sights on U.S. 



The Ford Transit Connect isn’t 
the only Euro van making 
waves in the minivan market. 
Mercedes-Benz recently 
announced that its Vito van — a 
familiar site in London as a 
black cab — is making its way to 



the United States. Dubbed the 
Mercedes-Benz Metris for the 
American market, the Metris will 
be available in both cargo and 
passenger versions. The Metris 
is slated to be a tweener in size, 
meaning it will be larger than 



a Transit Connect but smaller 
than full-size commercial 
vans. A diesel powertrain and 
Mercedes’ full array of driver 
assistance and active safety 
tech can be expected when the 
Metris goes on sale here this fall. 





Ford Transit Connect 



> Aside from a period in the ’60s 
when hippies were snapping up 
Volkswagen Type 2 buses by the 
boatload, minivans have tradition- 
ally appealed to older, more conservative buyers. 
Young buyers haven’t really had a van uniquely 
suited to their needs — until now. Contrary to 
the “UnMinivan” ads, the Ford Transit Connect 
Wagon is a minivan through and through. Yet 
it’s like nothing else in the segment, not even its 
closest competitor, the Mazda5. 

The Focus-based Transit Connect Wagon 
is small, stylish, sporty, and, most importantly, 
different. The passenger version (Wagon, in 
Ford parlance) is available in two wheelbase 
lengths with two different engines and three 
distinct trim levels. Short-wheelbase models 
seat five, and long-wheelbase versions seat 
seven. All Transit Connect Wagons come 
standard with a 2.5-liter 1-4 good for 169 hp and 
171 Ib-ft of torque, and the short-wheelbase 
Transit Connect XLT is available with an optional 
EcoBoost 1.6-liter turbocharged 1-4 good for 178 



hp and 184 Ib-ft of twist. The naturally aspirated 
engine is good for an EPA-estimated 20/28/23 
mpg city/highway/combined, and the EcoBoost 
is good for 22/30/25 mpg. 

The differences between our long-wheelbase 
Transit Connect Titanium Wagon and more 
traditional minivans are readily apparent where 
the rubber meets the road. The Ford feels 
sporty and light on its feet, much like the Focus 
it’s based on. The Transit Connect’s steering is 
quick and well-weighted, urging the driver to 
whip it quickly around corners. The base four- 
banger is for the most part up to the task, only 
running out of fun high up in the rev band when 
the torque runs out and the transmission turns 
a bit slushy. 

At the track, the LWB Transit Connect 
Wagon's 2.5L mill is good for a 10.2-second 
0-60 mph time and a 176-second run through 
the quarter mile at 77.8 mph. Braking from 60 
mph takes 127 feet. The Ford tackled the figure 
eight in 29.1 seconds at 0.70g average. The 
EcoBoost mill helps out handily, as the last

EcoBoost-equipped van we tested hit 60 in 8.7 
seconds. The interior of the Transit Connect 
feels cavernous for its size, thanks to its high 
panoramic glass roof ($1,295) and big windows. 
All rear seats quickly fold flat, leaving 104.2 cubic 
feet of cargo space. 

Our loaded Transit Connect Titanium Wagon 
LWB model stickered for $33,045, but a well- 
equipped seven-passenger XLT model can be 
had for around $29,000. Christian Seabaugh

The other two minivans didn’t perform well 
on the IIHS tests. The better performing was the 
Chrysler Town & Country. The Town & Country 
earns Good scores all around with the exception 
of the small-overlap front test, where it earns a 
lowest possible Poor score. 

The Quest managed to do worse than the 
Chrysler— its roof-strength score was rated as 
Acceptable, and its small-overlap score was Poor. 

According to an IIHS video, the Quest is one 
of the worst-performing vehicles in the small- 
overlap front crash test, and that weighed 
heavily on the minds of our Big Test judges. 

“No vehicle can ever be optimized for every 
organization’s safety standards,” Gale said, “but 
I don’t like that the Quest got only Acceptable

for roof strength and Poor for the newer 
and admittedly difficult small-overlap front 
test.” Clonts weighed in, too: “If anybody 
thinks safety ratings don’t matter, consider 
this: Almost every single one of the judges 
mentioned that it was a little uncomfortable 
being in the Quest knowing about its poor 
safety showing.” 

Value 

“Value” is a relative term. Some might look at 
our list of Big Test contenders and determine 
that the cheapest van offers the best value. 
Others might look at the same exact chart 
and determine the van with the most content 
offers up the best value. For those in the

former camp, the Chrysler Town & Country 
really can’t be beat. Our Town & Country 
S tester's $37,030 as-tested price includes 
second and third row Blu-ray screens and 
convenience features such as navigation and 
blind-spot and park-assist tech. 

As for those who look at content when 
determining value, look no further than the 
$43,295 Sedona. Simply put, the Kia blew the 
judges away with the amount of technology 



and content it offers. Not only did the 
Sedona's cabin feature Nappa leather and real 
wood cribbed from the K900 sedan, but it 
also featured those trick second-row lounge 
seats, a 360-degree camera system, and colli- 
sion mitigation technology. 

The Odyssey also makes a good case for 
itself on the value front— its Touring Elite 
Trim means it comes loaded with every- 
thing, including the HondaVac. However, 



its $45,430 sticker price made the Odyssey 
the most expensive van by far, and that price 
becomes hard to swallow when you compare 
the quality of the Kia's cabin to the Honda’s. 

Cost of Ownership 

Cost of Ownership goes hand in hand with 
value— after all, what good is value if you’re 
paying extra for it five years down the road? 
We went to sister company IntelliChoice 
to assess how much each minivan would 
cost its owner after five years of ownership. 
IntelliChoice takes depreciation, insurance, 
fuel, maintenance, repairs, and more into 
account in its five-year cost of ownership 
figure. (The full breakdown is to the left.) 

The Toyota and Chrysler both have the 
lowest five-year cost of ownership, with the 
slightly more expensive Sienna edging out 
the Town & Country, costing its owner only 
$43,377 after five years versus $44,692. 

The other three minivans sit closely 
together on the opposite end of the cost-of- 
ownership spectmm. The Nissan Quest is the 
most expensive to own and operate, with a 
$53,973 cost of ownership, and close behind 
were the Sedona at $52,227 and the Odyssey 
at $50,043.

Conclusion 

Four of these minivans might have the 
Chrysler Town & Country to thank for their 
existence, but heritage doesn’t win awards. 
The Town & Country is the best-selling 
minivan in the country, but there’s no 
overcoming its dated and cramped interior, 
lackluster driving dynamics, and poor crash- 
test scores. 

The same safety concerns that sunk the 
Chrysler sink the Nissan Quest, as well. 

As comfortable as the Quest’s seats are, its 
awful crash-test performance coupled with 
its lackluster fuel economy and driving 
dynamics went over like a lead balloon. 



Toyota fares better than its Chrysler and 
Nissan rivals. Yes, its black hole of an inte- 
rior and a rock-hard suspension are less than 
ideal, but the Sienna really punches above its 
weight in the numbers with the lowest cost 
of ownership of the bunch and impressive 
fuel economy and safety scores. 

There was little doubt in our minds on 
the finishing order for the bottom three 
contenders, but judges went back and forth 
between this Big Test’s top two finishers 
for weeks— so little differentiates the two. 
Although both minivans are clearly complete 
packages above and beyond the rest, ulti- 
mately the Odyssey earns the silver medal. 



We love the Honda’s versatility, roominess, 
and features, but we aren’t completely sold 
on its fuel-economy merits given its Real 
MPG numbers. Nor can we justify giving its 
lackluster cabin materials a pass considering 
its sticker price. 

And that leaves us with the new kid on 
the block. The Kia Sedona might not sport 
segment-leading fuel economy or cargo 
volume, but it is hands-down the most stylish, 
comfortable, and best-driving minivan on the 
road. The Sedona is a value-rich vehicle that 
its owners are sure to enjoy, whether they’re 
schlepping to work or down the coast for 
another fun-filled family vacation. ■

REFRESHED MIDSIZE RIG STANDS READY TO BATTLE CANYON AND COLORADO

Even if Toyota hadn’t refreshed its 
Tacoma midsize pickup, the truck 
would likely hold the top spot 
for the segment this year. Toyota 
owned it with 60 percent of all midsize truck 
sales last year and has had the best-selling 
midsize truck 10 years and running. 

During that time, however, more trucks have 
left the market than entered it. Gone are the Ford 
Ranger, Dodge Dakota, and until recently the 
Chevrolet Colorado and GMC Canyon. 

The 2016 Tacoma gets just the makeover it 
needed: new powertrains, fresh sheetmetal, 
and a raft of new features. Welcome to 2015. 
Unveiled at the North American International 




Auto Show, the Tacoma will arrive with either a 
new 3.5-liter Atkinson cycle V-6 or a carryover 
2.7-liter four-banger. Both will be mated to a six- 
speed automatic transmission, though manual 
transmissions are available, with five ratios on 
the 2.7L and six on the 3.5L. 

The 3.5-liter replaces the anemic 236-horse- 
power, 4.0-liter V-6 that Toyota kept in the 
Tacoma for more than a decade. The 3.5L 
comes with Toyota’s D4-S technology, which 
employs both port- and direct-injection at 
lower rpm, transitioning to exclusively direct- 
injection at higher revs for more power. Toyota 
did not release power figures for either engine, 
but it’s not unimaginable to expect a power 
jump of 40 horses on the V-6. 

The 159-horsepower, 2.7-liter four-cylinder 
engine could see a mild increase in power, but it 
should definitely see an increase in fuel efficiency 
by replacing the four-speed automatic transmis- 
sion with a six-speed. 

Although Toyota did not release specs on the 
Tacoma, it did say there were some improve- 
ments to the truck’s platform with additional high- 
strength steel incorporated into it. Toyota will still 



offer five trim levels ranging from the base SR 
to the more luxurious Limited. Two of the trim 
levels will feature Toyota’s TRD hardware, and 
these will account for 40 percent of sales. 

There will also be a new interior with softer 
touch points and optional leather trim. Toyota 
said new features include keyless entry, blind- 
spot detection, push-button start, touchscreen 
audio, and more. 

Toyota may have replaced all of the Tacoma’s 
sheetmetal, but the truck’s looks have not 
changed dramatically. The grille is more 
aggressive, but its profile remains as Tacoma 
as it has always been, and few can see that the 
tailgate now locks. 

The real question is: Can the new Tacoma 
surpass the Colorado or Canyon? Just catching up 
to the competition might not be enough for Toyota 
to continue its dominance of the segment. Toyota 
might have left the tailgate open for pickups such 
as the Colorado and Canyon to begin nibbling 
away at the Tacoma’s market share in the coming 
years. Over the short haul, the Tacoma will reign as 
the midsize champ. But for how long? ■

Styled to look maybe just a bit too much like 
the last-gen Ford F-150, the Titan XD aims at a 
niche between the traditional half- and three- 
quarter-ton trucks. Think of it as a Ford F-200 or 
GM/Ram 2000 that goes on sale in late 2015. 

Quoted max payload and towing figures 
of 2,000- and 12,000-plus pounds align with 
the highest figures in the light-duty range and 
the lowest ones quoted for the heavies, but 
Nissan reps admitted at the truck’s Detroit 
show debut that the gross vehicle weight 
rating will top 8,500 pounds (at least on some 
models), so the EPA will think of those as 
full-on HDs (so no official city/hwy numbers 
will be measured on them). 

To shoulder such loads, the Titan XD will 
launch with a 310-hp/555-lb-ft Cummins 5.0-liter 
turbodiesel DOHC 32-valve V-8 featuring twin 
sequential turbos located in the valley of the 
vee. It will be mated to an Aisin six-speed 
automatic. A V-8 gas engine will also be offered 
on the Titan XD and in the traditional “half-ton” 
Titan, which gets a V-6 in base models. Details 
on these engines will follow closer to their 



2016 introduction, but likely candidates are the 
familiar DOHC 4.0-liter V-6 and 5.6-liter V-8, 
hopefully paired with a ruggedized version of 
Infiniti’s seven-speed automatic. 

Base and XD Titans employ different fully 
boxed frames, with the half-ton’s evolving from 
the current Titan and the XD’s based on the NV 
commercial van chassis. Both use standard 
front coil/rear-leaf suspension, and the lineup 
will offer three cab configurations, three bed 
lengths, and five trim levels: S, SV, Pro4X, SL, and 



the ultra-plush Platinum Reserve. 

Options include the Utili-track accessory 
mount system, removable stowage bins that 
mount inside the bed, an assisted open/close 
tailgate, a factory optional gooseneck hitch, and 
an around-view monitor, but there’s no corner 
step. There’s not a lot of pioneering innovation 
here, and Nissan made no mention of any big 
fuel-economy-improving technology, so we 
don’t see this new Titan causing much erosion 
of the Detroit Three’s market share. ■
